for  the  rurcose  of  any  conversation  was  ‘in  a  class-roon  of  the  Faculty  of 
Arclied  Science  in  June  1907*  Dean  Pllis  was  also  present.  Our  conver¬ 
sation  turned  ucon  the  netbods  ty  which  science  should  be  taught  to 
engineers.  .Vhile  he  naintainod  strongly  that  the  engineer  nignt  te  turned 

out  scientifically  exnert;,  he  held  that  the  teaching  of  science  should  ce 
trade  as  concrete  as  cossible',,  and  that  it  should  te  done  ty  nen  who  were 
acquainted  with  the  cract.ical  crotleirs  that  face  the  engineer.  1  realised 
soon  that  the  iretnod  that  Dr.  Galtraitn  held  and  very  atly  iraintained  was 
a  view  that  :i3  widescread  aiiong  schools  of  engineering.  fie  also  scoke  to 
ir^i  again  am  again  during  these  last  seven  years:,  of  nis  conviction  that 
the  course  in  Acclied  Science  should  not  be  regarded  as  croduclng  engineers. 
'Its  whole  rurcose  was  to  train  tree  scientifically;,  tc  irake  therr  thinkers;, 
so  that  they  nay  tecoire  engineers  afterwards  when  they  get  out  into  the 
cractlcal  life  of  the  world.  He  also  lamented  constantly  the  nutiCer  of 
sut.]ects  tnat  were  claced  in  the  course;,  holding  that  a  few  subiects  well 
nastsred  give  a  rran  thinking  cower,  and  offer  hin  the  best  training.  ‘In 
this  he  showed  hiirself  the  right  kind  of  teacher. 

Dr.  Galbralth'^s  rretnod  in  the  direction  and  uctuilding  of 
the  School  of  Practical  Science  bore  the  itrprint  of  his  own  sincere  character. 
He  did  not  cocy  other  daces,  taking  for  exasrcle  the  calendars  of  the 
^^assachusett3  Institute  of  Technology  or  Cornell  and  receating  in  Toronto 
their  arrangetrents .  He  studied  the  local  situation  and  provided  for

engineers  he  strengthened  that  decartirent*  For  the  derrands  of  the  workers 
in  clay  products  he  sought  to  provide  instruction  in  Ceranfics.  The  result 
of  this  procedure  has  Peen  that  there  is  nothing  useless  to  he  cut  out  of 
the  present  Faculty  of  Apolled  Science.  lit  is  estaPlisbed  upon  the  needs 
of  the  Province  cy  a  rran  who  was  both  raasonacle  and  'indenendent.  Be 
would  listen  to  new  nroposals;,  weigh  and  accept  or  disirlss  thes  with 
exceedingly  good  .^udgirent  arising  froir  a  wide  experience,.  The  successor 
of  Dean  SalPraith  has  a  solid  foundation  on  which  to  build. 

it  is  not  necessary  for  ire  to  say  anytning  further  as  to  his 
character,  Ha  got  his  rew.ard  not  in  wealth  which  is  epheireral  but  in  the 
affection  of  his  students  which  is  reriranent.  Be  was  the  centre  of  the 
annual  dinner  of  the  Fnglneering  Society.  Old  graduates  cane  back  to  it 
year  after  year  because  the  Dean  was  there,.
